The Scientific Farmer gives the foliow- 
inS- directions for growing the roots: 
Tno best method we have tried is to pro- 
-eiii-e an earthen jar-suitably decorated 
on the outside'if desired, by painting or 
pifetirj" on -frieze or 'flower pictures, or 
by a 'paper open-work covering.

this pi:ice rich mold some five or six 
inches deep, and in this place the calhi 
plant. Now put on the top of this mold 
a layer of clean, coarse sand, about two 
inches deep, and on the-^top of this 
small pebbles. Then fill the jar. with 
water, and replace as evaporated, so as 
to,always have the water several inches 
deep, above the pebblos.
